Search was 
bi>gnn nnd bis private papers and other 
effects were found at the lake pier, a 
short distance from his home. 
This 


led to the fenr that Mr. Hamrnom 
had drowned himself in the lake, and 
tlie life-saving crew ab ouce began 
searching for his body.

ajar. 
Upou entering she saw that he 


was gone, bnt had left hie shoes nut 
socks and watch. 
She called for help 


and after a search of the house,

of Dempster street, they fouud scraps 
of his papers, indicating that he hat" 
torn them before throwing himself ii: 
ihe lake.

failure of the bank.

Chronologlsts Accepting an Error in the 


Ulrtb of Uhrist Say We Arc Now Lir- 
' 


lag in 'he Twentieth Century. 


The twentieth century begins today, 


and not four years hence. 
In other 


words, this is a fact established by 
chronolngists, that unpleasant class of 
people who deal in figures and who do 
not seem to care what cherished prin- 
ciples they overturn. 
Many persons, 


no doubt, have indulged in discussions 
aE to when a century begins or ends, 
but now another subject for debate pre- 
sents itself. 


All careful chronologists now accept 


the statement that an error has been 
made in the date of Christ's birth, and 
that he was actually born in the year 
5 B. O., or, pa»adoxically speaking, 
five years before himself. 
The Christ- 


ian era has its epoch or point 
of de- 


parture determined by the Gregorian 
rule, but it seems to be generally 
agreed that the beginning of the era 
should 
have been fixed four years 


earlier, since Christ was born four 
years earlier than the date now settled 
on by the Ohrisitan calendar. 


Our present reckoning is then just 


four years in error, but it is not one 
that can be easily remedied, nor, per- 
haps, in view of the great amount of 
inconvenience that would result, is it 
worth that trouble? The most import- 
ant epochs in the world's history would 
be made to appear as having happened 
four years -later than now. America 
would have been discovered in I49G, 
the Revolution 
to have occurred in

and the Mayflower to have landed

with gratifying success. 
In the com- 


petition, tweuty-ouo manuscripts were 
submitted, the committee selecting a 
best poem, and a most applicable poem, 
necessitating 
the awarding 
of two 


prizes. 
The address, as issued, was a 


fine specimen of the printers' art, 
adorned with handsome vignetted cuts 
of the carrier boys. It makes a neat 
little souvenir book with which to 
start the collection for 1807. Tho boys 
were warmly received by their patrons, 
and each of them disposed of their list 
of addresses at prices ranging from ten 
cents to a dollar. 


The Daily Times acknowledges the 


many compliments thnt have been paid 
the "address" by our friends and, in 
behalf of the carrier boys, desires to 
thank them for their generosity in pur- 
chasing the addresses. 
Wo can assure 


them that their kindness will be re- 
membered and appreciated by our boys. 


In this connection, it would not be 


out of place to mention another car- 
riers' address that was sold in Ports- 
month yesterday. It was issued by our 
afternoon contemporary, the 
Daily 


Blade. 
Last year, when the Times' 


Address was issued, the Blade sneered 
at it in its cwn peculiar way and en- 
deavored do laugh it to contempt. 
It 


is a very gratifying compliment to the 
publishers of the Daily Times to find 
the Blade following in their foot-steps 
in this matter of the Carriers' Address, 
as they have doue in securing tele- 
graphic reports, and in a dozen other 
instances.

in the right direction. 
Though its 


effort was a lamentable failure, still it 
shows that the intentions of the new 
editor are very good. 
If he keeps on 


trying and keeps the Times steadily in 
view in the future — as in the past — as 
his model, he will, no doubt, event- 
ually be rewarded with a fair measure 
of success.
